Jt  lthough  the  football  team  won  only  one  of  10  games, 
Mjk t the  Mules’  run-and-shoot  offense  and  aggressive  de- 
^ fense  provided  for  much  excitement  throughout  the 
season  and  also  led  to  a pair  of  near-upsets.  Muhlenberg 
broke  a 21 -game  winless  streak  with  a 40-27  win  over 
Swarthmore  on  Oct.  12.  Topping  the  40-point  barrier  for  the 
first  time  in  seven  years,  junior  quarterback  George  Fosdick 
threw  for  four  touchdowns.  On  Nov.  2,  the  Mules  battled 
Centennial  Conference  champion  Grsinus  into  the  first  over- 
time game  in  school  history  before  falling,  13-7.  The  follow- 
ing week  at  home,  Muhlenberg  led  Carnegie  Mellon  late  in 
the  fourth  quarter,  but  gave  up  two  late  touchdowns  for  a 
23-20  heartbreaking  loss.  Senior  Dan  Terpstra,  one  of  six 
graduating  senior  starters,  led  the  team  in  most  defensive 
categories  and  was  voted  to  the  All-Centennial  Conference 
first  team.  The  younger  players  paced  the  offense.  Sopho- 
more Mike  Martino  was  the  team’s  leading  rusher,  including 
a 168-yard  performance  against  Ursinus,  and  receiver  Keny- 
amo  McFarlane  became  the  first  Mule  freshman  to  average 
20  yards  per  catch  since  1968.

MJm  en’s  basketball  team  took  the  road  less  traveled  in 
**  1996-97.  An  uncanny  series  of  injuries,  including  a 
serious  car  accident,  decimated  a team  that  was  ranked 
ninth  in  Division  III  in  one  preseason  poll.  Only  two  of  the  13 
players  dressed  for  every  game,  and  head  coach  Tammy 
Smith  had  to  use  nine  different  starting  line-ups.  The  Mules 
were  at  their  healthiest  and  their  best  during  the  stretch  run 
and  won  their  second  straight  Centennial  Conference  East 
Division  championship.  Muhlenberg  faced  mighty  Johns 
Hopkins,  undefeated  in  Conference  play  and  ranked  among 
the  top  15  in  the  nation.  Despite  falling  behind  by  five  points 
in  overtime,  the  Mules  battled  back  and  claimed  their  first 
Conference  title  ever  when  sophomore  Sarah  Clarke  sank 
two  free  throws  with  20  seconds  remaining  for  a thrilling  73- 
71  victory.

1 numbers,  but  the  1996-97  Muhlenberg  wrestling  team 
found  that  there  could  be  strength  in  small  numbers 
too.  First-year  coach,  Tom  Schleicher’s,  six  wrestlers  won 
nearly  60%  of  their  matches,  and  2 made  history.  At  the 
Centennial  Conference  championships,  senior  Dan  Terpstra 
swept  through  the  field  at  heavyweight  to  win  his  fourth 
straight  conference  crown,  becoming  the  second  wrestler  in 
school  history  to  win  four  conference  titles.  Although  he  fell 
one  win  short  of  qualifying  for  the  NCAA  Division  III  Tourna- 
ment for  the  second  time  in  his  career,  Terpstra  had  a season 
record  of  17-3  and  a career  mark  of  60-15,  including  a 
school-record  of  31  pins.  He  was  overshadowed  at  the 
Centennial  meet  (at  which  the  Mules  placed  fourth)  by 
teammate  Craig  Farris,  named  Most  Outstanding  Wrestler 
after  finishing  on  top  of  a 150-pound  field  that  included  two 
former  champions.  Farris  was  the  team  leader  in  wins  with  a 
21-8  record,  while  fellow  sophomore  Bob  Hough  went  18-10 
at  118.

espite  an  8-25  record,  the  Mule  batsmen  had  a robust 
t B season  offensively,  batting  .303  as  a team  and  break- 
ing  or  tying  20  school  records  (nine  in  a 29-3  thrashing 
of  Swarthmore).  Senior  Tim  Mantz  and  freshman  Chuck 
Draper  both  broke  the  school  record  for  hits  in  a season. 
Mantz,  who  is  the  new  standard-holder  with  54  hits,  batted 
.429  and  finished  his  career  ranking  in  the  all-time  top  ten  in 
eleven  categories.  Draper  had  the  highest  batting  average 
ever  for  a Muhlenberg  freshman  (.405)  and  set  the  single- 
season RBI  record  (36).  Injury-plagued  junior  Steve  Faella  hit 
.441  and  belted  six  home  runs  in  only  68  at-bats.  Not  to  be 
left  out  of  the  record  book,  the  pitching  staff  set  a new  mark 
by  fanning  171  opposing  batters.

n her  first  year  as  head  coach,  Ruth  Gibbs  had  Muhlen- 
berg  playing  for  the  Centennial  Conference  champion- 
* ship  on  the  last  day  of  the  Conference  season.  Al- 
though they  fell  short,  the  Mules  still  had  a very  satisfying 
season,  finishing  with  a 16-13  record  and  placing  six  players 
on  the  All-Conference  team.  Sophomore  Carey  Hilton,  a 
.412  hitter,  set  school  records  for  RBI  (36)  and  extra-base 
hits  (14)  in  a season  and  was  the  first  player  in  school  history 
to  get  40  hits  in  back-to-back  seasons.  Sophomores  Jackie
